Electric signs over the Foothill 
boulevard will be a reality in the 
near future. A generous response to 
the Chamber of Commerce appeal for 
funds to put over this project has 
already begun. Contributions in any 
amount will be accepted by the offi¬ 
cers and di rectors of the organiza¬ 
tion, according to announcement bjj 
Major Floyd, the secretary. 

An average donation of two dol¬ 
lars from each head of family will 
put over this proposition. Some are 
in a position to give more and others 
less, each one giving as they are 
able will assure the success of this 
move for the welfare and progress 
of the city. 

The California Highway commis¬ 
sion has prescribed the size anil type 
of sign which may be erected. Their 
permit reads: These signs to be ap¬ 
proximately 30 ft. by 5 ft. over all, 
constructed of sheet metal on an an¬ 
gle frame, with opalescent convex 
glass letters illuminated from the in¬ 
terior by incandescent electric lights.

Announcement that the County 
Flood Control had asked and the 
supervisors had approved the spend¬ 
ing of $150,000 in the Little Santa 
Anita Canyon was made by Water 
Superintendent Tom Henderson at 
the Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
Tuesday. 

With this amount there will be 
built a dam at the narrows behind 
“Long Point,” which should impound 
a great deal of water, which will be 
absorbed in the ground. This is di¬ 
rectly above the Sierra Madre water 
tunnels which should have a greatly 
increased flow as a result. 

This decision was reached after re¬ 
peated appeals were made to Engin¬ 
eer Reagan, chief of the flood con¬ 
trol. He sent out several men to in¬ 
vestigate the canyon, visited the 
place himself, and was convinced that 
the money will be well spent. The 
announcement was greeted with 
cheers by those present at the lunch¬ 
eon. 

Although Mr. Henderson was en¬ 
tirely modest in his story, it is well 
known that credit for enlisting the 
county authorities in the cause be¬ 
longs to him. It was due to his per¬ 
sonal efforts that Engineer Reagan 
first took notice and later carried 
on the investigations which resulted 
in approval for the project. 

Dean Shaw presided as chairman 
for the day and called on George S. 
Anderson, president of the school 
board, to talk about transportation 
of high school pupils. Mr. Anderson 
said he had been informed at tlje 
county counsel’s office that no opin¬ 
ion had been rendered to the effect 
that Pasadena high school district 
could not furnish free transportation 
to Sierra Madre pupils. He urged 
that a new effort be made to secure 
relief for them.

I. ENTER THE PERMANENT COURT r 

That the United States adhere to the Permanent Court of Interna 
tional Justice for the reasons and under the conditions stated by Secre¬ 
tary Hughes and President Harding In February, 1923 

II. COOPERATE WITH THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS, WITHOUT 
FULL MEMBERSHIP AT PRESENT 

That without becoming a member of the League of Nations as at 
present constituted, the United States Government should extend its 
present cooperation with the League and propose participation in the 
work of its Assembly and Council under the following conditions and 
reservations: 

Safeguarding of Monroe Doctrine 

1. The United States accepts the League of Nations as an Instrument 
of mutual counsel, but It will assume no obligation te interfere 
with political questions of policy or Internal administration of any 
foreign state. 

In uniting its efforts with those of other States for the preser¬ 
vation of peace and the promotion of the common welfare, the 
United States insists upon the safeguarding of the Monroe Doc¬ 
trine and does not abandon Its traditional attitude concerning 
American independence of the Old World and does not consent to 
submit its long established policy concerning questions regarded 
by it as purely American to the recommendation or decision of 
other Powers. 

No Military or Economic Fore* i 

2. That the only kind of compulsion which nations can freely engage 
to apply to each other in the name of Peace is that which arises 
from conference, from moral judgment, from full publicity, and 
from the power of public opinion 

The United States would assume no obligations under Article X 
in its present form, or under Article XVI in its present form in the 
Covenant, or in its amended form as now proposed, unless in any 
particular case Congress has authorized such action. 

The United States proposes that Articles X and XVI be either 
dropped altogether or so amended and changed as to eliminate 
any suggestion of a general agreement to use coercion for obtain 
lng conformity to the pledges of the Covenant. 

No Obligations Under Versailles Treaty 

t. That the United States will accept no responsibilities under the 
Treaty of Versailles unless in any particular case Congresa hat 
authorized Bucb action. 

League Open t* AM Nations 

4. The United States Government proposes that Article I of the Covg- 
nant be construed and applied, or, if necessary, redrafted, so that 
admission to the League shall be assured to any self-governing 
Slate that wishes to join and that receives the favorable vote of 
two-thirds of the Assembly. 

Development of International Law 

5. As a condition of its participation in the work and counsels of the 
League, the United States asks that the Assembly and Council con¬ 
sent—or obtain authority—to begin collaboration for the revision 
and development of international law, employing for this purpose 
the aid of a commission of JurleU. This Commission would be 
directed to formulate anew existing rules of the law of nations, to 
reconcile divergent opinions, to oonsider points hitherto inade¬ 
quately provided for but vital to the maintenance of international 
justice, and in general to define the social rights and duties of 
States. The recommendations of the Commission would-be pre¬ 
sented from time to time, In proper form for consideration, to the 
Assembly as to a recommending if not a law-making body.
